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DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-45 are presented. 



CLAIM REJECTIONS 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as failing to 
set forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. Evidence that 
claim1-45 fail(s) to correspond in scope with that which applicant(s) regard as the 
invention can be found in the most previous reply filed. In that paper, applicant has 
stated that the coded data must be interpreted with figure 1 and the attendant passages 
of the specification that explains figure 1, and this statement indicates that the invention 
is different from what is defined in the claim(s) because figure 1 clearly (and as noted by 
applicant) has more than the limitations of the claims (e.g., coded data relating to tags 
which in turn relate to a complex set of relationships explained through dozens of 
figures and pages). 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. Claims 1-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable as noted in the previous Office Action. Because of the inclarities in 
the scope of the intended claims (as noted in the section on the rejections under 35 
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USC 112), the claims are interpreted in the broadest reasonable scope and therefore 
must be rejected as in the previous Office Action.
